Preface: Humanity might go extinct in a hundred years

Lately I have begun seriously worrying about whether humanity will go 
extinct in a near future, in a hundred years or so. My strongest alarm-clock 
has been Guy McPherson, a conservation biologist and environmental 
professor emeritus at the university of Arizona, USA. I have read a lot on his 
blog « Nature Bats Last ». He suggests that humanity will go extinct before 
2030, yes already within ten years, due to runaway climate change. And he 
suggests, that if civilization would collapse now, humanity would only 
survive a few years, because climate change would take a giant leap forward 
in a few days, when soot (and related particles) which are in the atmosphere 
quickly are removed (the particles functions as an umbrella for the sun, and 
hide the true climate warming, which is much greater than one would believe 
if the particles wouldn't reflect away the sun rays, it's called Global 
Dimming). It would quickly be three degrees warmer on the planet, and this 
is something which the plants wouldn”t manage, but we would lose our 


habitat, simply our food (the planet was already 1,5 degrees warmer than 


preindustrial time during the year 2016). ”We are in a fool's paradise, 


accidentally kept cool by smoke” , James Lovelock said on Global Dimming. 


And moreover all our about 450 nuclear power plants on the planet would 
experience horrific meltdowns, since it takes a couple of decades or more of 
planned work to shut down a nuclear power plant. And the overall ionizing 
radiation from the nuclear power plants would also gradually eradicate 


humanity. 


McPherson says that we are in a situation of « damned if you do, damned if 
you don't ». If we continue emitting carbon dioxide, the climate warms up, 
and if we stop emitting, the « umbrella particles » fall down from the 


atmosphere, and the climate warms up thereby. 


That”s not all. On the sea floor of the Arctic the methane gas is roaring, frozen 
« methane clathrates » which are threatened by climate warming to melt and 
rise from the bottom to be absorbed by the atmosphere. Field researchers like 
Natalia Shakova and Igor Semiletov have said that the sea floor can release 
at any time a « burp » of 50 gigaton methane, which is a much more powerful 
greenhouse gas than carbon dioxide (100 times stronger in a short time 
perspective). If this would happen, then it will soon be the end of humanity 
(there is only 5 gigaton methane in the whole atmosphere). Already now there 
is gigantic areas of up to 150 km in diameter, which releases methane to the 
atmosphere in the form of bubbles which rise up through the water. This is 
one example of the many « selfreinforcing feedback loops » which threatens 


our planet. 


Big amounts of methane is not only coming from the sea floor in the Arctic. 
The global warming is also thawing out the permafrost in Siberia, Canada 


and Alaska, with huge methane emissions as a result. 


Now it might surely be that McPherson is too radical in his time frame, but 
this is not the most important thing. The essential here is that a scientist, an 
environment professor, can come with such predictions at all. It says 
something about the time we are living in, and about how serious and abrupt 
the climate change is. I believe that humanity will go extinct, but maybe 
much later than McPherson thinks. The environment professor and 
conservation biologist Paul Ehrlich, who has written so much about the 
overpopulation problem, believes for example that humanity will go extinct 
in half a century, about 2065. And the microbiologist Frank Fenner and the 
physicist Stephen Hawking believe that we have hundred years left as a 
species, then we disappear. Hawking suggests that our only salvation is to 


leave earth, colonizing space. 


It seems too late to do something about climate change. Whatever we do, 
whether we stop emitting carbon dioxide into the atmosphere, or do business- 
as-usual, it looks grim. The train has gone. Now there is only left to drive 
over the cliff. For me McPherson”s blog is like a death sentence for humanity, 
which is condemned for the crime of building civilization, for having left the 
nomadic hunter-gatherer lifestyle, and begun with agriculture and with 
building cities. Building cities was the original crime which all other crimes 
are somehow grounded in. We should have settled with the small-scale life, 
the humble life inside the boundaries of the ecosystem, in harmony with our 
whole history as an animal species. Along with urbanisation humanity began 
to behave cancerously. We revolted against our history, our animal history, 
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and placed ourselves above the rest of the animals through domesticating 
livestock. Everything since then existed just for us, to be exploited by us. We 
were the centre, not only on the planet, but in the whole infinite cosmos. A 
greater hubris than this (which especially religions cultivate) is difficult to 
grasp. But on this hubris « nemesis » follows, as the philosopher Georg 
Henrik von Wright writes so well about in the book « The myth of progress » 
(Originally in Swedish : « Myten om framsteget », Bonniers 1993). 


How shall one tackle such a death sentence? Shall one only give up all efforts 
for betterment and amnesty? I don't think so. I think we have to go on fighting 
even if all hope is gone. It”s a question of respect for the dying life, for the 
swan song of the ecosystem and humanity. We must until the very last refuse 
to pollute the nature and logg our forests, even if climate change will do its 
fair share to damage the ecosystem. And there is hope that we can save many 
nonhuman species from extinction, yes the planet itself from dying. That”s 


worth fighting for. 


It's also about our self-respect. And furthermore, one doesn”t torture a dying 
man. One gives him painkillers instead, and sings for him some beautiful folk 
songs, which he remembers from his childhood. And talks with him, 
nonetheless. We have to talk with the dying nature, and with each other, about 
what is about to happen. We have to learn the animal language again, which 
we once were able to speak, when we still were one with our animal nature. 
The language beyond words. The pure communication, the encounter face- 
to-face. I want to make my life a part of the swan song of nature after her 
encounter with her executioner, man. I don't think my ”animalism” was so 
stupid as I have believed. That we have to reconnect with our animal origins. 
That”s what my swan song will be about. 
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« The devout life that midday light forgot 
slowly awakens with our farewell pain, 
- And what the young humanity had dreamed 


burns against us as a holy heart.

In 2013 climate researcher David Wasdell held a series of 
presentations on youtube, of which the first was "Arctic Feedback 
Dynamics Presentation by David Wasdell (Part 1)", a series where he 
predicted a Blue Ocean Event (BOE, a term coined by climate 
scientist Paul Beckwith, it means when there is only 1 million km2 of 
ice extent on the Arctic Ocean, or less) already in 2015. Not long 
after that, the US navy came with a studie on the issue and predicted 
a BOE in 2016. It didn't happen. Not for many years. Much because 
we entered a La Nina, a unusually cool climate period, around 2019- 
2020, which still persists, although we are coming out of it now. It 
has been a long La Nina, very long. A super El Nino (an unusually 
warm climate period) is on the horizon, according to climate 
scientists. 


Since 2019, almost every year some scientist has been sure that BOE 
will arrive in September tht year. So fragile the Arctic sea ice is. 


In April 8, 2019, climate scientist Sam Carana predicted a BOE in 
September 2019 (see this blogpost). 


In 2020, climate scientist Paul Beckwith predicted a BOE in 
September 2020 (see this article). By the way, see what he has to say 
about the coming El Nino on youtube, here (what he talks about has 
big impact on Arctic ice melting, see also a recent blogpost by Sam 
Carana about it, here): 
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"EI Ninfo likely to start mid-2023 and cause global average 
temperatures to exceed 1.5C in 2024" 


and: 


"Why I think the next El Nino will be a Super-El Nino and Occur in 
2024-2025: Record Warm Oceans" 


(Mark that Paul Beckwith does not calculate the warming from 
preindustrial times in the same way as Sam Carana, Guy McPherson 
and climate science professor Andrew Glikson. According to their 
"school" (those who defend this position in Academia are few), we 
are already past 2 degrees celsius of warming since preindustrial.) 


But now further to the following BOE-predictions: 


In 2022, environmental professor Guy McPherson boldly predicted a 
BOE in 2022. And Sam Carana wrote on September 8, 2022 

(see here) that from a certain angle, with a certain way of 
calculating, we are experiencing a BOE right now, in September 
2022. 


Some ordinary professional scientists have some very conservative 
predictions, predicting a BOE in 2030-2040, then 2070 or even 
2100. 


So many failed predictions in the past. How is it possible? And all 
predicters were scientists! But one thing is certain: the too early 
predictions say something about how serious and urgent the issue is, 
how it perhaps could have played out, if the circumstances were 
right. 


Many warnings about the wolf. But remember, the wolf arrived at 
last. And so will BOE. Only a miracle can prevent it. 
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The most credible prediction, I think, is not that or that date, but 
2027 at the latest, for BOE. It is based on this graph on Sam 
Carana's blog Arctic News (in this important recent article): 


But this graph does not show the BOE, which is 1 million km2 of 
ice or below, but zero ice volume on the Arctic Ocean. Therefore I 
think of 2027 in this context as the last possible date for a BOE. 


Once we reach BOE, climate warming will take big leaps forward, go 
into runaway mode. Just read the following from the blogpost 
"Science Snippets: On the Rate of Environmental Change" 

on January 23, 2023 on the blog "Nature Bats Last", by Guy 
McPherson: 


"So, then: What does the future hold? As I have reluctantly pointed 
out frequently in this space, the future looks bleak for Homo 

sapiens and all other life on Earth. I have occasionally mentioned the 
importance of ice floating on the Arctic Ocean. Earth has retained 
this ice for a very long time. In fact, according to a paper published in 
the peer-reviewed journal Science, "Humans have only ever lived in a 
world topped by ice.” That”s the lead sentence in the final paragraph 
of a paper written by University of Connecticut professor Mark C. 
Urban. Urban is director of the Center of Biological Risk and a 
professor in the Department of Ecology and Evolutionary Biology. In 
this short paper, he writes: ”By reflecting sunlight, Arctic ice acts as 
Earth”s air conditioner. Once dark water replaces brilliant ice, Earth 
could warm substantially, equivalent to the warming triggered by the 
additional release of a trillion tons of carbon dioxide in the 
atmosphere. The ice also determines who gets rain. Loss of Arctic sea 
ice can make it rain in Spain, dry out Scandinavian hydropower, and 
set California ablaze.” 


A trillion tons of carbon dioxide sounds like a lot. In fact, Earth's 
atmosphere currently holds 36.6 billion tonnes of carbon dioxide. An 
additional trillion tons is equivalent to about 25 years” worth of 
emissions. Allow me to read the take-home line from Urban”s short 
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essay: By reflecting sunlight, Arctic ice acts as Earth's air 
conditioner. Once dark water replaces brilliant ice, Earth could warm 
substantially, equivalent to the warming triggered by the additional 
release of a trillion tons of carbon dioxide in the atmosphere.” 
Imagine 25 years” worth of warming shortly after the Arctic ice is 
gone. 


Bear in mind that Harvard University professor of atmospheric 
science James Anderson was quoted in Forbes on January 1Sth, 
2018: "The chance there will be permanent ice in the Arctic after 
2022 is essentially zero.” Professor Jennifer MacKinnon of the 
University of California-San Diego and the Scripps Institution also 
expects an ice-free Arctic Ocean this year. She was quoted by CBS 
News on April 23rd, 2021 upon release of a peer-reviewed paper she 
lead-authored in Nature Communications." 


End quote. 


Read also following science paper from September 9, 2022, by, 
among others, Johan Rockström: "Exceeding 1.5”C global warming 
could trigger multiple climate tipping points." 

I like to calculate the latest possible date for end times events. My 
latest possible date for the Second Coming of Jesus is 2048 (see this 
previous recent blogpost), and it fits well with the climate science 
above. I have also, based on calculations on the end of oil exports, 
and especially diesel exports, said that in 2026 at the latest, the 
collapse of civilization begins. It's a strange coincidence that 2027, so 
close to 2026, is also the latest date for a BOE. It is like a perfect 
storm arrives, everything speaks about the end of civilization. 
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Even climate scientist professor Andrew Glikson has admitted that 


earth has surpassed the 2 degrees celsius above preindustrial 
benchmark 


He did it already 2019. Sam Carana and Guy McPherson got some 
confirmation. They have touted this for a long time.

"Dr Andrew Glikson (Earth and climate scientist, Australian 
National University, Canberra) (2019): "As the concentration of 
atmospheric CO2 has risen to 408 ppm and the total greenhouse gas 
level, including methane and nitrous oxide, combine to near 500 parts 
per million CO2-equivalent, the stability threshold of the Greenland 
and Antarctic ice sheets, currently melting at an accelerated rate, has 
been exceeded. The consequent expansion of tropics and the shift of 
climate zones toward the shrinking poles lead to increasingly warm 
and dry conditions under which fire storms, currently engulfing large 
parts of South America (Fig. 1), California, Alaska, Siberia, Sweden, 
Spain, Portugal, Greece, Angola, Australia and elsewhere have 
become a dominant factor in the destruction of terrestrial habitats... 


Allowing for the transient albedo enhancing effects of sulphur 
dioxide and other aerosols, mean global temperature has potentially 
reached -2.0 degrees Celsius above pre-industrial temperatures. 
Current greenhouse gas forcing and global mean temperatures are 
approaching Miocene-like (5.3-23 million years-ago) composition. 
The current carbon dioxide rise rate exceeds the fastest rates 
estimated for the K-T asteroid impact (66.4 million years-ago) and 
the PETM (Paleocene-Eocene Temperature Maximum) hyperthermal 
event (55.9 million years ago) by an order of magnitude... 


To try and avoid a global calamity abrupt reduction in carbon 
emissions is essential, but since the high level of CO2-equivalent is 


activating amplifying feedbacks from land and ocean, global attempts 
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to down-draw about of 50 to 100 ppm of CO2 from the atmosphere, 
using every effective negative emissions, is essential. Such efforts 
would include streaming air through basalt and serpentine, biochar 
cultivation, sea weed sequestration, reforestation, sodium hydroxide 
pipe systems and other methods. But while $trillions continue to be 
poured into preparation of future wars, currently no government is 
involved in any serious attempt at the defense of life on Earth”

In this blogpost Alice Friedemann writes that humanity will not go 
extinct in the future, and this is because of Peak Oil 2018 and Peak 
Coal 2013, there are not enough fossil fuels in the ground for climage 
change to become so dangerous that we go extinct, and if we take 
Peak Oil and Peak Coal into our climate models, we may "at worst 
reach low-medium IPCC projections”, says Friedemann. 


I beg to disagree. We should not look that much on computer models, 
we should not trust them that much. Usually they have performed 
pretty badly when they are reality checked backwards. What we 
should follow more eagerly, is for example what happens in the 
Arctic in real time, there one can follow in real time the death march 
of the Arctic Sea Ice. Without the Arctic Ice cap refrigerator, 
temperatures will skyrocket all around the planet. Friedemann does 
not talk about this Achilles heel of the climate. And she does not take 
into account the loss of Global Dimming when civilization collapses. 
No computer climate model, as far as I know, have taken into 
account Global Dimming and what effects the collapse of civilization 
will have on nature. The collapse will probably make us deforest 
most of the planet, to be able to warm ourselves when electricity 
fails. This has an immense effect on the climate. 


But Friedemann also count on the Arctic Methane Time Bomb not 
being fired in the future, which is a fragile hope indeed. Maybe she is 
right, but when even several famous university professors with 
expertise in the field, fear this time bomb, people like prof. Peter 
Wadhams and prof. Guy McPherson, then we should not put too 
much trust in the opposite camp being right. I am open to 
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Friedemann's position in the debate, and I really hope she is right, 
but I do not count on it. 


And at last, our sacred scriptures (especially the Bible and its Book of 
Revelation) prophecy about a cataclysm in the end times where the 
planet will die (see especially Matt. 24:35: "Heaven and earth will 
pass away, but my words will never pass away") and a new 
transformed and purified one will emerge from the ashes (Rev. 21:5: 
"And he who was seated on the throne said, ”Behold, I am making all 
things new.”) . This is maybe the most important piece of information 
to me. The Book of Revelation is, in my eyes, the most inspired 
Writing in the whole history of literature.

Gail Tverberg wrote in February 3, 2021 in the article "Where 
Energy Modeling Goes Wrong", on the blog "Our Finite World" the 
following (below the headline [1] Summary: The economy is 
approaching near-term collapse, not peak oil. The result is quite 
different.): 


"Most fossil fuel reserves will be left in the ground because of low 
prices" 


This is really an incredible, astounding fact. The energy optimists 
brag so much about all the oil we have, and then comes this statement 
by the academic peakoiler Gail Tverberg, really a heavyweight of 
peak oil literature, who has a long experience in the peakoiler 
community. The optimists brag about the low-quality dregs of the oil 
industry that is left. They brag about tar sands, shale oil, heavy off- 
shore oil, oil from thousands upon thousands of small oil fields, 
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which in the end are, for all practical purposes, uneconomical to 
exploit. 


They are happily unaware of Peak Oil educator Richard 

Heinberg's low-hanging fruit principle, which means that we 
always exploit the easiest oil first, and wait with exploiting oil more 
difficult to obtain. This is a principle which has always been in 
operation, and always will, because of economics and human greed. 
It is almost a natural law. It has to do with the EROEI (Energy Return 
on Energy Invested) if oil. 


The words of Gail Tverberg are reinforced by what some climate 
scientists say we have to do to achieve climate targets. Just think 
twice about what is said in the paper "Unextractable fossil fuels in a 
1.5 ”C world" by Dan Welsby, James Price, Steve Pye & Paul 
Ekins in the prestigious Nature, volume 597, pages 230-234 (2021): 


"the majority of fossil fuel reserves must stay in the ground.” 


More specifically, they write that: ”By 2050, we find that nearly 60 
per cent of oil and fossil methane gas, and 90 per cent of coal must 
remain unextracted to keep within a 1.35 ”C carbon budget.” 


So we are allowed to only use 60 90 of the remaining oil and gas and 
9090 of the remaining coal. 


That is a gigantic disaster for civilization. 


Only that will make civilization collapse. And if we don't do that, 
civilization will collapse anyway from extreme, runaway global 
warming. 


But I think that when we get ecocide laws into operation (what 

people like my friend Pella Thiel are working with now), it will 

become a crime to exploit all the remaining fossil fuels. But I think 

the laws will be implemented too late. It will not prevent runaway 
30 


global warming and climate disaster, which is visible already now. 
This makes the end of the oil industry only more certain. It will be 
abolished from two different angles: 1) from the collapse of 
civilization from climate change and oil depletion, and 2) from 
ecocide laws. 


We have to implement ecocide laws sooner or later, just to stop some 
of the damage done by civilization upon nature. It is never too late to 
stop some of the damage. 


The ecocide laws in the future will make the remaining oil reserves 
even more uneconomical to exploit. 


Some peakoilers, like Alice Friedemann and Chris Martenson, have 
appreciated the shale oil industry for buying us more time. I think it 
is foolish to thank that industry. We should not have embarked upon 
that project. It has caused immense damage to nature and life. 


If it were not for the shale oil industry, civilization would have 
collapsed by 2020, and we would now live in a post-apocalyptic 
world. Shale oil bought us some 10 years of more economic growth. 
But this is only good news for those who like civilization, and do not 
care for nature. For nature it is good that civilization collapses, 
therefore the shale oil industry was a scandal. 


But shale oil is a perfect example of oil that is uneconomical to 
exploit, save massive subsidies and investment money, which are 
burned through rapidly. When the Everything Bubble bursts, almost 
all shale oil production will stop, and we will lose around at least 
eight million barrels of oil per day over night, that is about 10 90 of 
the global oil production volume (and this only account for US shale 
oil. China and several other countries also have some shale oil). Only 
that is enough to collapse civilization. Don't then forget all the old 
oilfields in the world which are kept alive by massive enhanced oil 
recovery techniques, like pumping massive amounts of water into oil 
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reservoirs. This namely just makes the decline rate even steeper, 
when the decline begins in earnest. 


How Sam Carana calculates a 18.44 degrees Celsius temperature rise 
by 2026 


(the following is an excerpt from the blogpost Methane keeps rising, 
from October 5, 2022, by Sam Carana on the Arctic News blog:) 


"How high could the temperature rise be by 2026? 


There are further scenarios that could cause the clouds tipping point 
to be crossed soon, e.g. if the rise in methane kept following a trend 
as depicted in the image below. 


Even without such an increase in methane, a huge temperature rise 
could eventuate by 2026, first of all due to a cataclysmic alignment of 
El Nino and sunspots. 


We are currently in the depths of a persistent La Nina, as illustrated 
by the image on the right, adapted from NOAA and this suppresses 
the temperature rise at the moment. 


The next El Nino is already overdue, so the peak of the next El Nifio 
may well coincide with a peak in sunspots which look set to reach a 
higher than expected maximum impact around July 2025. The rise in 
sunspots from May 2020 to July 2025 could make a difference of 
some 0.15”C, concluded an earlier post. 


Moving from the bottom of the current La Nina to the peak of a 
strong El Nifio could make a difference of more than half a degree 
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Celsius, so the rise due to the combined impact of E1 Nifio and 
sunspots could be 0.65”C by 2025. 


When adding this to the temperature rise that has already occurred 
and that, when measured from pre-industrial could be as high as 
2.29”C, the total rise could be 2.94?C by 2025. 


Such a huge rise could cause heatwaves and droughts that could 
result in a huge peak in power demand, as everyone switches on their 
air conditioners, while at the same time rivers could either dry up or 
their water could become too hot to cool powerplants. This could 
bring the grid down, which would mean that coal-fired power plants 
would stop emitting sulfates. 


If the grid is down, heaters won't work that need power for their 
thermostat. Electric pumps won't work, so there may no longer be 
water coming out of taps. The internet won't work where routers 
require power from the grid. 


Furthermore, the heat could cause asphalt and tarmac to melt and rail 
tracks to buckle, while airports could be closed, not only because the 
surface of the runway could get too hot, but also because the air 
could become too thin for planes to take off due to the heat. 


In short, traffic, transport and industrial activities such as smelting, 
which are emitting a lot of sulfates as well at the moment, could 


grind to a halt at many places on the Northern Hemisphere. 


The result would be a large decrease of the sulfate aerosols that are 
currently masking the full wrath of global warming. 
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How much difference could it make? The IPCC in AR6 estimates the 
aerosol ERF to be -1.3 W m7, adding that there has been an increase 
in the estimated magnitude of the total aerosol ERF relative to ARS. 
In AR6, the IPCC estimate for liquid water path (LWP, i.e., the 
vertically integrated cloud water) adjustment is 0.2 W m”?, but 

a recent analysis found a forcing from LWP adjustment of —0.76 W 
m”?, which would mean that the IPCC estimate of -1.3 W m” should 
be changed to -2.26 W m7”?. When using a sensitivity of 4?C per W 
m”?, this translates into an impact of -1.695”C. Since the IPCC's total 
for aerosols includes a net positive impact for warming aerosols such 
as black carbon, the impact of cooling aerosols only (without 
warming aerosols) will be even more negative. 


This supports the 2016 analysis that warned that by 2026 there could 
be a 1.9”C temperature rise due to a decrease in cooling aerosols, 
while there could be an additional 0.6”C temperature rise due to an 
increase in warming aerosols and gases as a result of more biomass 
and waste burning and forest fires by 2026. 


So, together with the upcoming El Nifio and a peak in sunspots, that 
could result in a total rise by 2026 of 5.44”C above pre-industrial. 
There's more to come! Additionally, the 2016 analysis warned about 
further rises in temperature due to loss of Arctic sea ice and 
permafrost, and associated changes, as well as further rises due to 
gases, concluding that there could be a temperature rise by 2026 of 
more than 10”C compared to pre-industrial. 


With a temperature rise of more than 10”C by 2026, the clouds 
tipping point will also be crossed, which would result in a total rise of 
more than 18”C by 2026. 


Keep in mind that humans are likely to go extinct with a rise of 3”C, 


as illustrated by the image below, from an analysis discussed in 
an earlier post." 
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My comment: This is a worst-case scenario, I prefer to believe in a 
middle way between Sam Carana (the extreme pessimist) and the 
official UN story of a 3 degrees Celsius rise by 2100, I believe 
temperatures will be at 3 degrees Celsius above preindustrial around 
2030, when civilization will collapse, and that the last human will go 
extinct about 2040. This presupposes that the Arctic Methane Time 
Bomb will not be fired during that time. If it will, it may be game 
over already 2026. Note that Sam Carana does not take into 
consideration the full wrath of the methane bomb in his calculations 
above, he presupposes a smooth rise of methane in the atmosphere, 
only 1,1 degrees Celsius rise because of methane, not the 10 degrees 
Celsius rise (because of a 50 gigaton burp of methane) proposed by 
Malcolm Light and the even greater temperature rise that a 700 
gigaton burp (proposed by Peter Wadhams) would lead to (that might 
be Venus for planet earth). 


On Global Dimming, the achilles heel of the climate. More on why 
2030 may be the End. 


See the article "What is Global Dimming (or "the areosol masking 
effect")" in HuffPost 1.10.2010 for introduction to the subject. There 
you can read that "During the three days after 9/11 when flights were 
grounded across the U.S., temperature range jumped by over one 
degree Celsius -- the single largest temperature spike in the last 30 
years.” 


Global Dimming is the umbrella over the earth created by all the 
particles civilization emit into the atmosphere, an umbrella that cools 
the earth, by preventing some of the radiation from the sun from 
reaching the earth. 
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In the youtubevideo "Dead Species Walking: The "Battle" with 
Climate Change is Over" from 19 September 2022, environmental 
professor emeritus Guy McPherson says that a 20 90 reduction of 
global industrial activity will rise global temperatures with 1 degree 
celsius, and then cause loss of habitat for most life on earth within a 
very short period of time. Complete cessation of global industrial 
activity will rise temperature over the whole earth with 55 96, on land 
with 13390. That means that if the temperature is 3”C above the 
preindustrial baseline when this complete cessation of industrial 
activity happens, then temperatures will rise with a further 4”C to 
7?C. Now the global temperature is already about 2.35”C. Climate 
scientist Sam Carana wrote on the blog Arctic News in June 2022 in 
the blogpost "Cataclysmic alignment" the following: 


"An April 2022 analysis (1) found that the temperature rise from pre- 
industrial to March 2022 could be as much as 2.35”C. When adding 
0.65”C for the joint impact of the upcoming El Nino and a peak in 
sunspots, the rise could be as much as 3”C by 2025...” 


If the Everything Bubble would burst tomorrow, and civilization 
collapses afterwards only with 20 96, global temperature would rise 
to 3.35”C, enough to drive humanity to extinction according to Sam 
Carana. In the same blogpost he writes: 


"A 2018 study (by Strona & Bradshaw) indicates that most life on 
Earth will disappear with a 5”C rise. Humans, who depend for their 
Survival on many other species, will likely go extinct with a 3”C rise, 
as illustrated by the image below, from an earlier post." 


If civilization would collapse completely tomorrow, then global 
temperature would rise on land within a short period of time 

with 3.13”C, from 2.35”C to 5.48”C, well above the treshold of 
Strona & Bradshaw, when most life on Earth will disappear. Almost 
Mark Lynas' six degrees. 
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Already now, without the expected firing of the Arctic Methane Time 
Bomb, the temperature rise is fast. Guy McPherson says in the 
aforementioned youtubevideo that IPCC has admitted that climate 
change today is extremely abrupt, more abrupt than at any other time 
in planetary history, and that it is irreversible. 


The strange thing here is that western civilization can begin to 
collapse completely at any moment, yes, in fact it is already in the 
process of collapsing, and this collapse will run its course and be 
completed, a total collapse, where most people will die, even 
without global warming and the loss of global dimming. 


S0 this means that the almost 5,5”C rise of temperature on land is 
already locked in. And observe that this rise of temperature does 
not take into account the firing of the Arctic Methane Time 
Bomb. And observe that it does not take into account the dozens of 
other self-reinforcing feedback loops that have been triggered. It only 
accounts for the loss of global dimming. 


(1) Carana comes to this conclusion by calculating the temperature 
thus: 


1900 to March 2022: 1.36”C 
Ocean air temperature: 0.10”C 
Polar anomaly: 0.10”C 
1750-1900: 0.30?C 
1520-1750: 0.20?C 

3480 BC-1520: 0.29?C 


Total potential rise: 2.35”C

The Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change (IPCC) has just 
released a new report, the Working Group I contribution to the Sixth 
Assessment Report (AR6). When reading the report, the question 
comes up: Is the IPCC seeking to downplay the dire situation we”re 
in, again? One of the first issues that comes up is the baseline. The 
IPCC selects 1850-1900 as a baseline, as it did before (in SR1.5). 
This isn”t pre-industrial. The Paris Agreement calls for pre-industrial 
as a base. 
During 1850 to 1900, more livestock, forest clearing and wood 
burning resulted in growth in emissions of black carbon, brown 
carbon, dust, methane and carbon monoxide, which all can 
temporarily drive up temperatures. Additionally, there was little 
impact yet of the sulfur aerosols associated with increased fossil fuel 
burning from 1900. Trends drawn from this base can therefore look 
flatter than they would have looked if drawn from a genuinely pre- 
industrial base, or even from the early 1900s as base. The IPCC 
appears to say that there is only a 5090 chance that 1.5”C will be 
crossed by 2030. Is this a deliberate effort to create the perception 
that there was enough carbon budget left to be divided among 
polluters, to let them comfortably keep adding further pollution for 
another decade or more? 
Instead, the IPCC could have concluded that there hasn”t been a 
carbon budget for a long time and that there are indications that the 
1.5”C threshold has long been crossed. When calculating the 
temperature rise through 2020 and going back one century, NASA 
data show a 1.29”C rise from 1920, which is a conservative figure, 
1.e. 0.1”C can be added to translate NASA”s sea surface temperatures 
into ocean air temperatures and another 0.1”C can be added for 
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higher polar anomalies. So, that already brings the temperature rise 
up to about 1.5”C and this isn't the full rise from pre-industrial by a 
long shot. 

The IPCC does mention that from 1750 to 1850-1900 there was a 
global surface temperature rise of up to 0.3”C, but then excludes this 
rise, sticking to its selection of 1850-1900 as base. The IPCC also 
uses seasonally-biased data for the temperature rise before 1750, 
making it look as if temperatures didn't rise before 1750, whereas it 
makes sense to add a 0.29C rise for the period from 3480 BC to 
1320, and a further 0.2”C for 1520 to 1750. 

Adding up the different elements thus gives a total rise from pre- 
industrial that could be as high as 1.29”C +0.1”C +0.1”C + 0.3C + 
0.22C + 0.292C = 2.28”C.

Climate collapse worst-case scenarios and best-case scenarios. 


I have previously on this blog guessed that civilization will collapse 
around 2030 >, that I will die around 2036, and that humanity will go 
extinct around 2040 (1) (mark my words, I say only humanity, all life 
will not go extinct by then, but it will later, maybe around 2050 (2). 
This latest statement is in harmony with Malcolm Light's prediction 
2012 (3) and John Davies' prediction 2013 (4)). It is still my best 
guess. Is it a conservative guess? I suppose so. I will now discuss 
some of the most pessimistic climate collapse scenarios I have found 
on the internet: 


Firing of the Arctic Methane Time Bomb already in 2008. 
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In 2008, Russian scientists of the Arctic Nathalia Shakhova, Igor 
Semiletov (both professors nowadays) and two more wrote together a 
classic, yes legendary paper for "Geophysical Research Abstracts, 
Vol. 10", called "Anomalies of methane in the atmosphere over the 
East Siberian shelf: Is there any sign of methane leakage from 
shallow shelf hydrates?". The short paper ends with the following 
words: 


"...we consider release of up to 50 Gt of predicted amount of hydrate 
storage as highly possible for abrupt release at any time. That may 
cause —12-times increase of modern atmospheric methane burden 
with consequent catastrophic greenhouse warming.” 


It sounds incredible, but you can check it for yourself. 


If the 50 gigaton burst of methane had happened in 2008, 
temperatures would have skyrocketed with at least 0,6 degrees 
Celsius, according to Peter Wadhams' conservative estimate, and 
mostly by 10 degrees Celsius, according to Malcolm Light's radical 
estimate. 


In this blogpost on my blog from October 2020 I write the following: 


"In this youtubevideo from 11. August 2020 Arctic sea ice professor 
Peter Wadhams is interviewed by Sandy Schoelles and Jennifer 
Hynes. In this interview Wadhams says that a 50 gigaton outbreak of 
methane in the Arctic that can happen at any time, proposed by 
Natalia Shakhova 2008, is a very conservative estimate. The real 
number would be 700 gigatons of methane. And this can happen at 
any time, during the next few years. Wadhams says that a 50 gigaton 
outbreak would increase the global temperature with 0,6 degrees 
celsius, so when I calculate, 700 gigatons would increase it with 14 
times more, i.e. with 8,4 degrees celsius, which would almost 
instantly wipe out humanity. 
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According to Wadhams, the methane threat is the biggest threat to 
humanity and the planet that exists. 


So according to Wadhams, doomsday is very, very near. 


In this article, climate scientist Malcolm Light says that a 50 gigaton 
burp of methane from the Arctic will increase the global temperature 
with 10 degrees celsius. He writes thus: 


"3. The Major Arctic Permian Style, Methane Blowout - Firestorm 
Event which will cause the release of some 50 Gt of methane from 
the Arctic shelf and slope (Shakhova, 2010), a 10 Degree 
Centigrade Rise in Mean Global Atmospheric 

Temperatures causing a Catastrophic Permian Style Global 
Extinction Event, is timed to begin on 4th September, 2021 using 
an Atmospheric Methane Global Warming Potential of 100. This is 
an end Summer event for the Northern Hemisphere."' 


If Malcolm Light is right, and a 50 gigaton burp really produces a 10 
degrees celsius rise, then a 700 gigaton burp would rise global 
temperature with (mostly) 140 degrees, i.e. making it into a Venus- 
like planet.” 


Mark the words of Wadhams about Shakhovas estimate, that it is a 
"very conservative estimate." 


S0 the worst-case scenario here would thus be that already in 

2008 there could have happened a 700 gigaton burp of 

methane in the Arctic (which is only maybe roughly a third of all the 
methane on the sea-bottom there), followed by a 100-140 degrees 
Celsius rise of temperatures on earth over a short period of time 
(taking also into account the warming effect of the loss of Global 


Dimming, because of the subsequent collapse of civilization, and the 
42 


total loss of Arctic Sea Ice, and all the other factors that Sam Carana 
lists in the picture below), making earth into a Venus-like planet, 
killing all life on the planet. 


If you think that this could have happened (yes, it really could), then 
you understand the radical predictions of Sam Carana and Malcolm 
Light on the Arctic News blog, predictions that always fail to come 
true. Then you understand why Sam Carana could write a blogpost 
on the Arctic News blog 17.12.2019 named "Extinction in 2020?" If 
you don't know the background, you maybe laugh at him and call him 
a doomsdayprophet and an unreliable alarmist.

So my prediction that humans will go extinct around 2040, and that 
temperatures will be around 3-4 degrees Celsius above preindustrial 
by then, is somehow a middle way between the most pessimistic 
climate scenario, and the most optimistic one by UN, which predicts 
a 3 degrees Celsius rise by 2100 above the preindustrial baseline, and 
do not talk about human extinction, not even about collapse of 
civilization (try to google "climate change + UN + collapse of 
civilization). See this article from 2019 about a UN report, which 
states: 


"The new report said the world was on track to have average global 
temperatures rise to 3 degrees Celsius by 2100." 
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+ defined by the first in the rich part of the world that dies from 
starvation. 


(1) defined by when the last human dies in underground survival 
bunkers. This view is also shared by Robert J. Burrowes, in this 
article from 2018 on World News Daily, Information Clearing 
House. 


(2) defined by when the last plant dies. 


(3)"This process of methane release will accelerate exponentially, 
release huge quantities of methane into the atmosphere and lead to 
the demise of all life on earth before the middle of this century.” 


(The blogpost "Global Extinction Within a Lifetime as a Result of a 
Spreading Atmospheric Arctic Methane Heat wave and Surface 
Firestorm" by retired professor Malcolm Light on the Arctic News 
blog 9.2.2012) 


(4) "The world is probably at the start of a runaway Greenhouse 
Event which will end most human life on Earth before 2040." 


(The blogpost "A runaway greenhouse event", by John Davies on the 
Arctic News blog 20.9.2013) 
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Divine timing in three important prophetic times.

Something about Peak Oil. And some trends that will be worsening 
in the future 


In November 2018 humanity reached Peak Oil, according to many 
experts " (read for example the article "Peak Oil is here. World oil 
production peaked in 2018" by Alice Friedemann on her blog Energy 
Skeptic 1.2.2022). There is, though, confusion on the subject, some 
experts say we haven't reached Peak Oil. Maybe the confusion lies in 
how we count the oil, what kinds of oil we count. Or then people put 
hope in a magical future rise of production. I stick with the ideas of 
the most published peakoilers [1]). Since then oil has been declining 
and it looks like it will continue that way. The academic peakoiler 
Gail Tverberg has stated that there is plenty of oil and coal and 
natural gas left, but most of it will be left in the ground in the future, 
because it will be too uneconomical to produce. 


This means that bad economic trends in the present will worsen in the 
future, because oil is the lifeblood of society. That is also true with 
the climate trends. Bad trends will worsen. 
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Here is some of the most important trends which will worsen, and 
something we can do about it: 


1. Starvation will worsen. It may reach Sweden in the end. We can 
alleviate this by eating all our garden apples and fruits, which we are 
far from doing now, harvesting all the nettles (brännäslor) there is, all 
the rose hips (nypon) there is, all the dandelions (maskros) there is 
and on the whole harvesting all the edible wild plants there is. And 
there is much. One can for example make tea of leafs, harvesting the 
nutrition of leafs in this way. One can conservate apples, by drying 
them on threads. One should develope one's skills in food 
conservation. Try to practice on some farm or by yourself. One 
should also compost all compostable material, for future 
permaculture farming and gardening. 


2. The cost of electricity and transportation fuel will rise. The 
former can be alleviated by insulating our houses supereffectively, 
and heating our homes with firewood, if we have stoves. All trees in 
the forests should go to heating homes, and we should stop printing 
newspapers, journals, books and advertisement, just to save the 
forests, because we cannot heat our homes with firewood and print 
books and newspapers at the same time. We have to choose. 


Another thing we can do is just saving electricity in all possible 
manners, using candles instead of electric light, for example. 


The latter, lack of transportation fuel can be alleviated by biking 
more and walking more, and using more public transport. 


3. Heatwaves will worsen. It can be alleviated by imbruing (väta) 
our clothes with water in the worst heat, sleeping and working with 
wet clothes, and spending the most critical hours by the sea or by 
brooks (bäckar), cooling ourselves with swimming in the sea or in 
brook-water, which is the coldest water available in nature. One can 
also take cold showers, as long as we have electricity. When not, we 
should not work as much as today, so we can stand the heat. 
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4. Unemployment will first rise, and first after the collapse of 
civilization we will all be required to do hard work. The former can 
be alleviated by being creative, cultivating useful hobbies and 
working with the garden, cultivating one's own food, and in the 
winter working with needlecrafts (handarbeten) and reading and 
writing usefull stuff, developing one's spirit. The latter, the burden of 
hard work, means that we will all be needed to grow our own food 
and do forest work by hand to get firewood. This burden can be 
alleviated by letting go of all unuseful work and all unuseful 

things, so that we only work to keep ourselves fed and warm. We 
could for example let go of cleanliness, not washing our clothes and 
ourselves so often, or not at all, so that we can have all time and 
power for the essential work. Modern civilized cleanliness is not 
essential, we can sacrifice this, without losing much life quality (one 
gets used to smells). What we should not sacrifice, is our bodily 
health, and that can be risked by too much heavy bodily work in the 
fields and the gardens. Be careful here. Our spine is in the risk zone. 


My review of Greta Thunberg's classic "No one is too small to make 
a difference" (2019)

I feel like I have to write a review of Greta Thunberg's book "No one 
is too small to make a difference". I have, since she stepped into 
publicity, been a fan of her, and have much appreciated her work. 
Though, I have not agreed in all her sayings, and now I think I have 
to mention the things in which I don't agree with her. This I will do 
in a review of her book, a book which has already become something 
of a classic. 
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The book is a concentrated (in 80 pages) revival speech, to wake up 
people, a little like religious revival preachers tried to wake people up 
in, say, the English protestant methodist revival in the eighteenth 
century. 


After Greta, the world is not the same any more. We haven't been 
able to ignore her, and a massive climate revival has taken place. 
Especially among young people. 


Greta has become a notion (ett begrepp). So famous she has become. 
Who is not aware of her? 


The book consists of eleven speeches that Greta has held in different 
circumstances, some very great, high in the world of the elite. The 
first edition was published on 30 May 2019. An expanded edition 
was published on 21 November 2019 with five new speeches.Think 
about it, a fifteen years old girl is invited to speak to United Nations 
Climate Change Conference, Katowice, Poland, 15 December 20138, 
and to World Economic Forum, Davos, 22 and 25 January 2019. And 
what has media said about the speeches there? "She roasted them", I 
have read somebody write about her speech at World Economic 
Forum. 


Greta is radical. She is a climate revival preacher. But she is not more 
radical than many of our climate scientists, when it comes to the facts 
she presents. She has for example the notion that we have a carbon 
budget, i.e. an amount of carbon that we can burn before it is too late 
in the game. In the more pessimistic climate movements and blogs on 
the internet, they have to confess that we do not have a carbon budget 
at all, so for example the people around Sam Caranas blog "Arctic 
News" and the people around Guy McPhersons blog "Nature bats 
last". The "Near-term human extinction movement" that both Carana 
and McPherson are a part of, seldom believes in a carbon budget. Me 
neither. 
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I have followed the two aforementioned blogs for a long time, since 
2014 or 2015. When you read them, you also easily stop believing 
that the world climate today is a little above one degree above 
preindustrial temperatures, as many climate scientists believe, and as 
Greta believe. That makes room for a carbon budget, because the 
official climate warming targets is to avoid 1.5 Celsius or 2 Celsius 
above preindustrial, but if you believe like the very learned and 
detailed climate scientist Sam Carana that we are already 2.28 
Celsius above preindustrial (see this article), and then you have to 
remember that Carana counts what has happened to the climate since 
around 3480 years B.C., then you simply can't believe in a carbon 
budget. Everything is worse than Greta told us. Greta always refers to 
the official scientists (Sam Carana is a blogger, not an official climate 
scientist), "listen to the scientists" is a well-used phrase by Greta. 
How could she do otherwise? She is only a child, after all, who 
listens to the authorities and has done her homework. How could she 
possibly find her way to the fringe of the climate debate, where 
people like McPherson and Carana are positioned? Believing that we 
already have crossed the 2 Celsius benchmark isn't specially 
mainstream, to say the least. But truth is seldom mainstream. 


Greta mentions several times the issue of climate justice, or equity. 
That the greatest changes has to take place in the west, for we have 
polluted most, and we cannot point finger to the third world and 
require big sacrifices from them, because they must have access to 
the basic wellbeing that the western people enjoys, our basic 
technology, in other words. This is true to some degree, but it will not 
serve the climate very well. We have to be more radical than that in 
order to save the climate, because we have no carbon budget. In fact 
it requires the whole world to move to a nineteenth century farmer 
lifestyle, all of us. Or even more radically, it requires that we all live 
as the wild indigenous people of the world today. That last option is 
my opinion. And then we have to be much fewer people on this earth. 
It requires, in other words, collapse and death on an unimaginable 
scale. And it has to happen now. And still, if we do that, the climate 
will warm for several decades, putting in motion a lot of tipping 
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points. In other words, it is too late in the game. But to live as the 
wild indigenous people is our best hope for the climate, the more we 
do that the better chances we have to avoid the worst scenarios. I 
can't do that, I'm a prisoner of psychiatry and this society. I would 
like to live as a homeless, but I'm not allowed to do that. And 
furthermore, my right foot is broke. 


There is one very important thing that Greta omits, and which almost 
every climate scientist misses. And that is the fact that if we follow 
their recommendations, civilisation will collapse. It is already on the 
brink of collapse, because of corona. Civilization requires eternal 
growth, and "green growth" is a very obvious illusion in the effort of 
saving the planet. If civilisation doesn't grow, it collapses. It works 
like that. So fragile it is. And more and more climate scientists are 
calling for "degrowth", so for example the world-famous Swedish 
climate scientist Johan Rockström, but I have never heard them 
mention that degrowth will collapse the global economy. 


There is also another very important omission, and this also almost 
every climate scientist miss, and that is the issue of Peak Oil and net 
energy decline in society. They do not seem to be aware of the issue. 
Strange. These topics also have ties to the inevitable collapse of 
civilization. We experienced Peak Oil in November 2018 according 
to many energy bloggers, and we are now in net energy decline. 
Those who omit Peak Oil seem to believe that climate change will 
collapse our civilization, but I believe that Peak Oil is an even bigger 
immediate threat, since we cannot grow our civilization if net energy 
is declining, and without growth, the economy will collapse. We have 
delayed the collapse with gigantic financial bubbles, but we cannot 
overcome the laws of physics that operate in the energy bussiness. 
God won't save the evil economy. 


We don't have the time to 2030, as Greta says we have, before we 
have triggered the tipping points in the climate and the chain 
reactions beyond human control begins, we are already there. And 
we have already been there for some time, i.e in abrupt climate 
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change. The science is just so conservative that it cannot see it. 
Abrupt climate change is so obvious, that it already has found it's 
way into a blog name, namely the climate scientist Paul Beckwith's 
blog, here. A growing number of climate scientists now uses the 
notion of us being in "abrupt climate change". 


And what is the greatest climate threat? For me it is the methane gas 
escaping from the Arctic ocean sea bed. I have mentioned it many 
times on this blog. For professor in oceanograpy Peter Wadhams it is 
the greatest threath to humanity today. Greta does not mention it. She 
just mentions "Arctic permafrost", but when we hear that we usually 
think about the onshore permafrost in Siberia or Alaska and northern 
Canada. The Arctic sea bed methane has not become as popular in 
science as the onshore permafrost in those mentioned areas. I don't 
know why. 


But what will save us? Greta omits the greatest factor, the spirit 
world and the angels, yes God and Jesus. Who mentions that God is 
the Lord of the climate? In debating the climate, we all suddenly 
become so materialistic, not reckoning with the spiritual factors in 
everything. If God, Jesus and the angels exists, as I believe they do, 
they have a perfect plan for the End Times, and everything will 
change in the second coming of Jesus, spoken of in holy scriptures 
and visions and dreams. Does Greta have a faith? I don't know. 


Climate change is due to the entropy laws in the second law of 
thermodynamics (two very important terms in physics), but who asks 
how the spirit world fits into these laws, and by which laws the spirit 
world is guided? Physics must be reimagined if we count spiritual 
factors. Yes, the very notion of entropy must be reimagined. Does 
heaven have entropy? Or is it eternally selfsustaining, making eternal 
happiness possible? The angels do seem eternally happy. Perishability, 
which is the core in entropy laws, does not seem to work in heaven, 
nor in miracle healings and many other miracles. We are promised 
that we will step into a world of miracles in the End Times, when 
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heaven and earth unite and create a new heaven and a new earth, in 
the millennial kingdom, in the second coming of Jesus. 


Don't you believe that Jesus and the angels are aware of the climate? 


Greta says in her book that "we can still fix this" (p.44), but I belive it 
is too late for human effort, if we think we can save the climate with 
that, only divine miracles can now save us, but they will not save 
civilisation, so full of evil and greed as it is, it will instead give us a 
renewed earth where spirit world and the world of matter is reunited. 
It will doom civilisation but save nature for us to continue to live on, 
in the purity of Adam and Eve in the garden of Eden. So great is our 
God, so able to fix things he is, but he will not fix our evils, but doom 
them and give us the perfection of Adam before the fall instead, yes 
even more, we have learned now the hard way to stay away from sin 
and civilization, which Adam probably did not understand at the time 
of the Fall. 


Climate geoengineering will not save us, and although it has been in 
operation in secret for many decades, Greta is not aware of this, 
neither most of the climate scientists. But follow Dane Wigingtons 
work on Geoengineering Watch and you cannot but become aware. 
Geoengineering is in full operation, but it has not succeeded, only 
made things worse. 


Greta thus misses to mention our greatest threat, the methane gas, and 
our only salvation, the second coming of Jesus.

"El Nino and La Nina are opposite phases of what is known as the El 
Nino-Southern Oscillation (ENSO) cycle. The ENSO cycle is a 
scientific term that describes the fluctuations in temperature between 
the ocean and atmosphere in the east-central Equatorial Pacific 
(approximately between the International Date Line and 120 degrees 
West). 


La Nina is sometimes referred to as the cold phase of ENSO and El 
Nino as the warm phase of ENSO. These deviations from normal 
Surface temperatures can have large-scale impacts not only on ocean 
processes, but also on global weather and climate. 


El Nino and La Nina episodes typically last nine to 12 months, but 
some prolonged events may last for years.

The controversial doomer professor Guy McPherson is so radical that 
he in this recent peer-reviewed article in Earth & Environmental 
Science Research & Reviews, joins Sam Carana in saying that we've 
already crossed the 2 C above pre-industrial guardrail in global 
warming, and he says we did it in March 2020 (Sam Carana believes 
it to be February 2020, see this article).

In other words, human extinction likely 
was guaranteed with no further degradation of planetary habitat 
before Earth crossed 2 C above the 1750 baseline in March, 2020.”

So he practically says that humanity could go extinct already at 1,5 C 
above pre-industrial, and that we now are above 2 C. That's very 
radical. But remember, he is an environmental professor in 
conservation biology, so he knows something that we do not, how 
vulnerable a big loss of habitat is for a species. Humanity has really 
lost much habitat since the industrial revolution began. 
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He also writes: 


"The first means by which humans could lose habitat was reported by 
Shakhova et al. (2008) [13]: a burst of methane from beneath the 
Arctic Ocean. They reported that ”up to 50 Gt... hydrate storage as 
highly possible for abrupt release at any time.” Such a rapid burst of 
methane into the atmosphere would cause an abrupt rise in global- 
average temperature far too rapid for organisms to adapt. Methane 
is more than 100 times more powerful than carbon dioxide as a 
greenhouse gas, and the abrupt release of even half the 50 Gt 
concluded by Shakhova and colleagues would cause loss of habitat 
for humans within a matter of months. Shakhova et al. (2008) did not 
indicate that an ice-free Arctic was required for such a release of 
methane [13].”

So already a release of 25 gigaton of methane from the Arctic is 
enough to cause loss of habitat for humans, and as a result, human 
extinction, according to McPherson. Remember that according to 
Arctic ice-expert professor Peter Wadhams there could be a release of 
700 gigaton of methane from the Arctic at any time during the next 
few years.

2025, with 8190 of global oil declining at up to 890 percent a year 
(Fustier 2016, IEA 2018), 34 mb/d of new output will be needed, and 
54 mb/d if facilities aren”t maintained. That is more than three times 
Saudi Arabian production. The 15 mb/d of predicted U.S. shale isn”t 
likely — indeed, the IEA shows it declining in the mid-2020s (IEA 
2018 Table 3.1). 


The IEA (2018) points out that the new conventional crude projects 
approved over the last three years are only half the amount needed by 
2025. With Covid-19, few projects are likely to begin. Oil prices 
have gone down so much that exploration and production 
investments were plummeting before Covid-19 and many fields 
already found are too costly to develop. Already four years of world 
oil consumption, 125 billion barrels, are likely to be written off by oil 
companies and remain in the ground (Rystad 2020, Hurst 2020).

The IEA 2018 World Energy Outlook predicted an oil crunch could 
happen as soon as 2023. Oil supermajors are expected to have 10 
years of reserve life or more, Shell is down to just 8 years."

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The main three theses of this blog 


The main theses of this blog, the truth of which I hope having 
demonstrated throughout all my blogposts on this blog, are that 


1) We come from the forest and will return to the forest. Our 
innate human nature is wild, untamed forest, and it will return to that 
state when the thin fernissa of civilization is stripped away by death 
or by the collapse of civilization. We have no idea how thin this 
fernissa actually is, but sometimes it is unveiled here on earth, for 
example in emergencies and disasters.

+ I would frame it this way: it maybe happens already in 2030, it 
probably happens 2040, and it happens at the latest 2050. This is my 
best estimate of the timing of the collapse and our near-term 
extinction. 


How Sam Carana calculates a 18.44 degrees Celsius temperature rise 
by 2026 


(the following is an excerpt from the blogpost Methane keeps rising, 
from October 5, 2022, by Sam Carana on the Arctic News blog:) 


"How high could the temperature rise be by 2026? 


There are further scenarios that could cause the clouds tipping point 
to be crossed soon, e.g. if the rise in methane kept following a trend 
as depicted in the image below. 


Even without such an increase in methane, a huge temperature rise 
could eventuate by 2026, first of all due to a cataclysmic alignment of 
EI Nino and sunspots. 


We are currently in the depths of a persistent La Nina, as illustrated 
by the image on the right, adapted from NOAA and this suppresses 
the temperature rise at the moment. 


The next El Nino is already overdue, so the peak of the next El Nifio 
may well coincide with a peak in sunspots which look set to reach a 
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higher than expected maximum impact around July 2025. The rise in 
sunspots from May 2020 to July 2025 could make a difference of 
some 0.15”C, concluded an earlier post. 


Moving from the bottom of the current La Nifia to the peak of a 
strong El Nifio could make a difference of more than half a degree 
Celsius, so the rise due to the combined impact of El Nifio and 
sunspots could be 0.65”C by 2025. 


When adding this to the temperature rise that has already occurred 
and that, when measured from pre-industrial could be as high as 
2.29”C, the total rise could be 2.94?C by 2025. 


Such a huge rise could cause heatwaves and droughts that could 
result in a huge peak in power demand, as everyone switches on their 
air conditioners, while at the same time rivers could either dry up or 
their water could become too hot to cool powerplants. This could 
bring the grid down, which would mean that coal-fired power plants 
would stop emitting sulfates. 


If the grid is down, heaters won't work that need power for their 
thermostat. Electric pumps won't work, so there may no longer be 
water coming out of taps. The internet won't work where routers 
require power from the grid. 


Furthermore, the heat could cause asphalt and tarmac to melt and rail 
tracks to buckle, while airports could be closed, not only because the 
surface of the runway could get too hot, but also because the air 
could become too thin for planes to take off due to the heat. 


In short, traffic, transport and industrial activities such as smelting, 
which are emitting a lot of sulfates as well at the moment, could 
grind to a halt at many places on the Northern Hemisphere. 


The result would be a large decrease of the sulfate aerosols that are 
currently masking the full wrath of global warming. 
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[ see the Extinction page ] 

How much difference could it make? The IPCC in AR6 estimates the 
aerosol ERF to be -1.3 W m7, adding that there has been an increase 
in the estimated magnitude of the total aerosol ERF relative to ARS. 
In AR6, the IPCC estimate for liquid water path (LWP, i.e., the 
vertically integrated cloud water) adjustment is 0.2 W m”?, but 

a recent analysis found a forcing from LWP adjustment of —0.76 W 
m”?, which would mean that the IPCC estimate of -1.3 W m7” should 
be changed to -2.26 W m7”?. When using a sensitivity of 4?C per W 
m”?, this translates into an impact of -1.695”C. Since the IPCC's total 
for aerosols includes a net positive impact for warming aerosols such 
as black carbon, the impact of cooling aerosols only (without 
warming aerosols) will be even more negative. 


This supports the 2016 analysis that warned that by 2026 there could 
be a 1.9”C temperature rise due to a decrease in cooling aerosols, 
while there could be an additional 0.6”C temperature rise due to an 
increase in warming aerosols and gases as a result of more biomass 
and waste burning and forest fires by 2026. 


So, together with the upcoming El Nifio and a peak in sunspots, that 
could result in a total rise by 2026 of 5.44”C above pre-industrial. 
There's more to come! Additionally, the 2016 analysis warned about 
further rises in temperature due to loss of Arctic sea ice and 
permafrost, and associated changes, as well as further rises due to 
gases, concluding that there could be a temperature rise by 2026 of 
more than 10”C compared to pre-industrial. 


With a temperature rise of more than 10”C by 2026, the clouds 
tipping point will also be crossed, which would result in a total rise of 
more than 18”C by 2026. 

Keep in mind that humans are likely to go extinct with a rise of 3”C, 
as illustrated by the image below, from an analysis discussed in 


an earlier post." 
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My comment: This is a worst-case scenario, I prefer to believe in a 
middle way between Sam Carana (the extreme pessimist) and the 
official UN story of a 3 degrees Celsius rise by 2100, I believe 
temperatures will be at 3 degrees Celsius above preindustrial around 
2030, when civilization will collapse, and that the last human will go 
extinct about 2040. This presupposes that the Arctic Methane Time 
Bomb will not be fired during that time. If it will, it may be game 
over already 2026. Note that Sam Carana does not take into 
consideration the full wrath of the methane bomb in his calculations 
above, he presupposes a smooth rise of methane in the atmosphere, 
only 1, I degrees Celsius rise because of methane, not the 10 degrees 
Celsius rise (because of a 50 gigaton burp of methane) proposed by 
Malcolm Light and the even greater temperature rise that a 700 
gigaton burp (proposed by Peter Wadhams) would lead to (that might 
be Venus for planet earth). 


Climate collapse worst-case scenarios and best-case scenarios. 


I have previously on this blog guessed that civilization will collapse 
around 2030 >, that I will die around 2036, and that humanity will go 
extinct around 2040 (1) (mark my words, I say only humanity, all life 
will not go extinct by then, but it will later, maybe around 2050 (2). 
This latest statement is in harmony with Malcolm Light's prediction 
2012 (3) and John Davies' prediction 2013 [4]). It is still my best 
guess. Is it a conservative guess? I suppose so. I will now discuss 
some of the most pessimistic climate collapse scenarios I have found 
on the internet: 


Firing of the Arctic Methane Time Bomb already in 2008. 


In 2008, Russian scientists of the Arctic Nathalia Shakhova, Igor 
Semiletov (both professors nowadays) and two more wrote together a 
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classic, yes legendary paper for "Geophysical Research Abstracts, 
Vol. 10", called "Anomalies of methane in the atmosphere over the 
East Siberian shelf: Is there any sign of methane leakage from 
shallow shelf hydrates?". The short paper ends with the following 
words: 


"...we consider release of up to 50 Gt of predicted amount of hydrate 
storage as highly possible for abrupt release at any time. That may 
cause I2-times increase of modern atmospheric methane burden 
with consequent catastrophic greenhouse warming.” 


It sounds incredible, but you can check it for yourself. 


If the 50 gigaton burst of methane had happened in 2008, 
temperatures would have skyrocketed with at least 0,6 degrees 
Celsius, according to Peter Wadhams' conservative estimate, and 
mostly by 10 degrees Celsius, according to Malcolm Light's radical 
estimate. 


In this blogpost on my blog from October 2020 I write the following: 


"In this youtubevideo from 11. August 2020 Arctic sea ice professor 
Peter Wadhams is interviewed by Sandy Schoelles and Jennifer 
Hynes. In this interview Wadhams says that a 50 gigaton outbreak of 
methane in the Arctic that can happen at any time, proposed by 
Natalia Shakhova 2008, is a very conservative estimate. The real 
number would be 700 gigatons of methane. And this can happen at 
any time, during the next few years. Wadhams says that a 50 gigaton 
outbreak would increase the global temperature with 0,6 degrees 
celsius, so when I calculate, 700 gigatons would increase it with 14 
times more, i.e. with 8,4 degrees celsius, which would almost 
instantly wipe out humanity. 


According to Wadhams, the methane threat is the biggest threat to 
humanity and the planet that exists. 
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So according to Wadhams, doomsday is very, very near. 


In this article, climate scientist Malcolm Light says that a 50 gigaton 
burp of methane from the Arctic will increase the global temperature 
with 10 degrees celsius. He writes thus: 


"3. The Major Arctic Permian Style, Methane Blowout - Firestorm 
Event which will cause the release of some 50 Gt of methane from 
the Arctic shelf and slope (Shakhova, 2010), a 10 Degree 
Centigrade Rise in Mean Global Atmospheric 

Temperatures causing a Catastrophic Permian Style Global 
Extinction Event, is timed to begin on 4th September, 2021 using 
an Atmospheric Methane Global Warming Potential of 100. This is 
an end Summer event for the Northern Hemisphere."' 


If Malcolm Light is right, and a 50 gigaton burp really produces a 10 
degrees celsius rise, then a 700 gigaton burp would rise global 
temperature with (mostly) 140 degrees, i.e. making it into a Venus- 
like planet.” 


Mark the words of Wadhams about Shakhova”s estimate, that it is a 
"very conservative estimate." 


S0 the worst-case scenario here would thus be that already in 
2008 there could have happened a 700 gigaton burp of 
methane in the Arctic (which is only maybe roughly a third of all the 
methane on the sea-bottom there), followed by a 100-140 degrees 
Celsius rise of temperatures on earth over a short period of time 
(taking also into account the warming effect of the loss of Global 
Dimming, because of the subsequent collapse of civilization, and the 
total loss of Arctic Sea Ice, and all the other factors that Sam Carana 
lists in the picture below), making earth into a Venus-like planet, 
killing all life on the planet.

So my prediction that humanity will go extinct around 2040, and that 
temperatures will be around 3-4 degrees Celsius above preindustrial 
by then, is somehow a middle way between the most pessimistic 
climate scenario, and the most optimistic one by UN, which predicts 
a 3 degrees Celsius rise by 2100 above the preindustrial baseline, and 
do not talk about human extinction, not even about collapse of 
civilization (try to google "climate change + UN + collapse of 
civilization). See this article from 2019 about a UN report, which 
states: 


"The new report said the world was on track to have average global 
temperatures rise to 3 degrees Celsius by 2100." 


+ defined by the first in the rich part of the world that dies from 
starvation. 


(1) defined by when the last human dies in underground survival 
bunkers. This view is also shared by Robert J. Burrowes, in this 
article from 2018 on World News Daily, Information Clearing 
House. 


(2) defined by when the last plant dies. 
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(3)"This process of methane release will accelerate exponentially, 
release huge quantities of methane into the atmosphere and lead to 
the demise of all life on earth before the middle of this century.”

"I would say for certainty, that by 2030 industrial civilization would 
have collapsed.

I could also imagine that there will be in certain 
corners of the world a few surviving. But if you reckon with the 
simple taking out of the electrical systems of the industrial world, and 
therefore the collapse of all nuclear facilities in all kinds, that there 
will be widespread death in the industrial part of the world. And 
diseases will also emerge that haven't existed before. But it may not 
be the total extinction of the human, but I cannot envision anything 
but widespread elimination of Homo Sapiens. And I argue that in 
these Near Term Human Extinction groups there are quite many 
other people who are thinking along exactly these lines.” 


My comment: This Sale said in the end of 2019, almost three years 
ago. It is worse now, much worse. Here (open group, you don't need 
to be on Facebook to see the posts) and here (closed group) are links 
to the Near Term Human Extinction groups on Facebook. 
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On Global Dimming, the Achilles heel of the climate. More on why 
2030 may be the End. 


See the article "What is Global Dimming (or "the areosol masking 
effect")" in HuffPost on 1.10.2010 for introduction to the subject. 
There you can read that "During the three days after 9/11 when 
flights were grounded across the U.S., temperature range jumped by 
over one degree Celsius -- the single largest temperature spike in the 
last 30 years.” 


Global Dimming is the umbrella over the earth created by all the 
particles civilization emit into the atmosphere, an umbrella that cools 
the earth, by preventing some of the radiation from the sun from 
reaching the earth. 


In the youtubevideo "Dead Species Walking: The "Battle" with 
Climate Change is Over" from 19 September 2022, environmental 


professor emeritus Guy McPherson says that a 20 90 reduction of 
global industrial activity will make global temperatures rise with I 
degree Celsius, and then cause loss of habitat for most life on earth 
within a very short period of time. Complete cessation of global 
industrial activity will rise temperature over the whole earth with 55 
0, on land with 13396. That means that if the temperature is 3”C 
above the preindustrial baseline when this complete cessation of 
industrial activity happens, then temperatures will rise with a further 
4PC to 7”C. Now the global temperature is already about 2.35”C. 
Climate scientist Sam Carana wrote on the blog "Arctic News” in 
June 2022 in the blogpost "Cataclysmic alignment" the following: 


"An April 2022 analysis (1) found that the temperature rise from pre- 
industrial to March 2022 could be as much as 2.35”C. When adding 
0.65”C for the joint impact of the upcoming El Nino and a peak in 
sunspots, the rise could be as much as 3”C by 2025...” 
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If the Everything Bubble would burst tomorrow, and civilization 
collapses afterwards only with 20 26, global temperature would 
rise to 3.35”C, enough to drive humanity to extinction according 
to Sam Carana. In the same blogpost he writes: 


"A 2018 study (by Strona & Bradshaw) indicates that most life on 
Earth will disappear with a 5”C rise. Humans, who depend for their 
Survival on many other species, will likely go extinct with a 3”C rise, 
as illustrated by the image below, from an earlier post.” 


If civilization would collapse completely tomorrow, then global 
temperature would rise on land within a short period of time

The Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change (IPCC) has just 
released a new report, the Working Group I contribution to the Sixth 
Assessment Report (AR6). When reading the report, the question 
comes up: Is the IPCC seeking to downplay the dire situation we”re 
in, again? One of the first issues that comes up is the baseline. The 
IPCC selects 1850-1900 as a baseline, as it did before (in SR1.5). 
This isn”t pre-industrial. The Paris Agreement calls for pre-industrial 
as a base. 
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During 1850 to 1900, more livestock, forest clearing and wood 
burning resulted in growth in emissions of black carbon, brown 
carbon, dust, methane and carbon monoxide, which all can 
temporarily drive up temperatures. Additionally, there was little 
impact yet of the sulfur aerosols associated with increased fossil fuel 
burning from 1900. Trends drawn from this base can therefore look 
flatter than they would have looked if drawn from a genuinely pre- 
industrial base, or even from the early 1900s as base. The IPCC 
appears to say that there is only a 3090 chance that 1.5”C will be 
crossed by 2030. Is this a deliberate effort to create the perception 
that there was enough carbon budget left to be divided among 
polluters, to let them comfortably keep adding further pollution for 
another decade or more? 


Instead, the IPCC could have concluded that there hasn”t been a 
carbon budget for a long time and that there are indications that the 
1.5”C threshold has long been crossed. When calculating the 
temperature rise through 2020 and going back one century, NASA 
data show a 1.29”C rise from 1920, which is a conservative figure, 
1.e. 0.1”C can be added to translate NASA”s sea surface temperatures 
into ocean air temperatures and another 0.1”C can be added for 
higher polar anomalies. So, that already brings the temperature rise 
up to about 1.5”C and this isn”t the full rise from pre-industrial by a 
long shot. 


The IPCC does mention that from 1750 to 1850-1900 there was a 
global surface temperature rise of up to 0.3”C, but then excludes this 
rise, sticking to its selection of 1850-1900 as base. The IPCC also 
uses seasonally-biased data for the temperature rise before 1750, 
making it look as if temperatures didn't rise before 1750, whereas it 
makes sense to add a 0.29C rise for the period from 3480 BC to 
1320, and a further 0.2”C for 1520 to 17350. 


Adding up the different elements thus gives a total rise from pre- 
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industrial that could be as high as 1.29”C + 0.1”C +0.1”C +0.3C + 
0.22C + 0.29”C = 2.28”C.

One wonders if Bill McKibben, Al Gore, Jeremy Grantham and 
others whose hands have gotten dirty in the renewable energy 
industry, have ever seen the movie Avatar. It feels like they haven't. 
And if they have, do they feel guilty? 
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Hear what population ecologist William Rees said about our future 


"With the current footprint of humanity — most egregiously the 
footprint of the energy- and resource-entitled Global North — "it 
seems that some form of global societal collapse is inevitable, 
possibly within a decade, certainly within this century,” Rees said in 
an email."

William Rees (b. 1943) is a population ecologist (professor emeritus) 
at the University of British Columbia best known as the originator of 
the "ecological footprint” concept, 


My comment: This reminds me very much about the anarcho- 
primitivist author Kirkpatrick Sale's prediction that civilisation will 
have collapsed by 2030. Watch a youtubevideo about it here, named 
"Kirkpatrick Sale: By 2030, Industrial Civilization Will Have 
Collapsed". 


I totally agree. I believe in collapse by around 2030 and the 
extinction of the human race by around 2040. I believe I will die 
around 2036, from starvation. I believe that more people than we 
think, think like William Rees, with something like his timeline. 


By collapse I here mean a drastically simpler and less complex 
society. In one sense or form collapse already began with the 
coronacrisis, or with the Great Financial Crisis 2008. But these are 
only forebodings of collapse, not collapse itself. 


According to the book "Limits to Growth" (1972) collapse will begin 
in the 2020s and accelerate thereafter. 
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Climate scientist Paul Beckwith says in this blogpost that if we do 
not deploy emergency actions, "our global food supply will be 
crushed like a bug within the next 5 to 10 years, causing global 
strife".

The ecotheologian Michael Dowd has become one of my favourite 
ecological gurus through his fine "Post Doom Conversations" series. 
Recently he made av very good movie called "Irreversible collapse. 
Accepting Reality, avoiding evil", that was announced on "Reddit: 
Collapse”, here. 
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Guy McPherson says that humanity could go extinct already at 1,5 C 
warming above pre-industrial 


The controversial doomer professor Guy McPherson is so radical that 
he in this recent peer-reviewed article in Earth & Environmental 
Science Research & Reviews, joins Sam Carana in saying that we've 
already crossed the 2 Celsius above pre-industrial guardrail in global 
warming, and he says we did it in March 2020 (Sam Carana believes 
it to be February 2020, see this article). And he is even more radical 
than that. He says that: 


"This current paper describes a few means by which Earth could lose 
all habitat for Homo sapiens, a process that is already under way. 
Human extinction likely was triggered when Earth exceeded 2 C 
above the 1750 baseline. After all, an "increase of 1.5 degrees is the 
maximum the planet can tolerate; ... at worst, [such a rise in 
temperature above the 1750 baseline will cause] the extinction of 
humankind altogether” [11]. In other words, human extinction likely 
was guaranteed with no further degradation of planetary habitat 
before Earth crossed 2 C above the 1750 baseline in March, 2020.”

So he practically says that humanity could go extinct already at 1,5 
Celsius above pre-industrial, and that we now are above 2 Celsius. 
That's very radical. But remember, he is an environmental scientist, a 
professor in conservation biology, so he knows something that we do 
not, how vulnerable a big loss of habitat is for a species. Humanity 
has really lost much habitat since the industrial revolution began. 
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He also writes: 


"The first means by which humans could lose habitat was reported by 
Shakhova et al. (2008) [13]: a burst of methane from beneath the 
Arctic Ocean. They reported that ”up to 50 Gt... hydrate storage as 
highly possible for abrupt release at any time.” Such a rapid burst of 
methane into the atmosphere would cause an abrupt rise in global- 
average temperature far too rapid for organisms to adapt. Methane 
is more than 100 times more powerful than carbon dioxide as a 
greenhouse gas, and the abrupt release of even half the 50 Gt 
concluded by Shakhova and colleagues would cause loss of habitat 
for humans within a matter of months. Shakhova et al. (2008) did not 
indicate that an ice-free Arctic was required for such a release of 
methane [13].”

So already a release of 25 gigaton of methane from the Arctic is 
enough to cause loss of habitat for humans, and as a result, human 
extinction, according to McPherson.

Interesting interview with professor Peter Wadhams 


In this youtubevideo from August 11, 2020, Arctic sea ice professor 
Peter Wadhams is interviewed by Sandy Schoelles and Jennifer 
Hynes. In this interview Wadhams says that a 50 gigaton outbreak of 
methane in the Arctic that can happen at any time, proposed by 
Natalia Shakhova 2008, is a very conservative estimate. The real 
number would be 700 gigatons of methane. And this can happen at 
any time, during the next few years. Wadhams says that a 50 gigaton 
outbreak would increase the global temperature with 0,6 degrees 
celsius, so when I calculate, 700 gigatons would increase it with 14 
times more, i.e. with 8,4 degrees celsius, which would almost 
instantly wipe out humanity.
